‘Yom our experience of the officers who have 
testified before the Grand Jury, we found them 
most efficient and brave in the discharge of 
their duty, displaying excellent judgment tin 
the arrest of criminals, and the large amount 
of property they recovered, gn many cases, 
before repoMs ever reach the Police Head- 
quarters. 

To judge from their appearance and the ex- 
cellency of their work, they are a temperate, 
intelligent and well-disciplined body of mer. 
dol extraordinary work, conajdering their 
emall numbers and the large extent of ter- 
ritory that they patrol. 

The grand jury visited the city institu- 
tions and found them all overcrowded, and 
some of them not well managed. The 
House of Refuge, the jury say, “is in a 
very dilapidated condition and shows evi- 
dence of negiect and decay in every portion 
of the building. The inmates have the ap- 

earance of being poorly clad and nour. 
hed, and not being well taken care of." 

The jury recommends that it be put in good 
sanitary condition and tnat the Board of 
Managers take cognizance of the wretched 
condition of the building and look more 
carefully to its management.

There was a misunderstanding. it 
afterwards developed that.«neither of 
Wag to’blame, but at the tinve each thought 
the other had done wrong

husband, two ohildren and a beautiful 
home.

Mr. Sherman fully realized his condition 
and was anxious to get hqme as quickly as 
possible. He was moved from his cabin to 
a larger stateroom on the promenade deck, 
and Dr. Graf, the Paris’ surgeon, has been 
at his bedside almost night and day since 
the beginning of Mr. Sherman’s illness. 
The continued hot weather had greatly 
weakened him. Indeed, he was so weak 
when the Paris steamed dway that he 
could speak only in- a whisper; and then he 
asked about his family. 

Mr. Sherman joined the Paris at New 
York March 4, the day she sailed, and he 
was one of the most cheerful of the great 
throng of pleasure-seekers bound on the 
West Indian tour. 

At San Juan, Porto Rico, Mr. Sherman 
was entertained by | Brigadier-General 
Grant, commander of thé Military Depart- 
ment, of San Jnan, and caught a severe 
cold. He treated_the matter lightly, be- 
lieving it would soon pass off. In this he 
was mistaken, for when the Paris entered 
the harbor of Fort de France, Martinique, 
March 15, he was unable to leave his state- 
room.

He succeeded Salmon Chase in the 
Senate when the latter went into the Cab- 
inet. He never left it but to accept anoth- 
er Cabinet office for himself. He was one 
of the men on whom the President relied 
to support war measures during the con 
flict, and he never failed. He.was patriot- 
ic, and, while he never swung his saber over 
the heads of.the “Sherman Brigade,”’ ne 
ae good service in Congress helping on the 
fight. Indeed, his vervices were so great 
that it was but a short time after the war 
that his name was advanced by his admir- 
ers as a good one to grace the executiyvé 
chair. He had the fever, but it was des- 
tined to spend itself, as he made enemies 
right and left and never had any chance 
of realizing his dream of ambition. 

He gravitated from the Whigs to the Re- 
ublicans easily and naturally with the 
bulk of his eld party. He was easily one 
of the leaders of the new party because o 
his force and courage. Like all of his 
race, the old man has always been a man 
of unflinching courage and absolute lack 
of diplomacy in the utterance of what he 
felt. But th the school of plitics he 
learned the secret which made Gen. Grant 
so great. He did sometimes keep his mouth 
shut when his Impulses called .for speech. 
After the war the military spirit whieh 
pervaded the nation called for a soldier 

resident. Grant was chosen and no mere 
civillan, no matter how @minent his serv- 
ices, could hope for such a reward. 

But with the end of Grant’s second term 
the people turned frem shoulder straps to 
statesmen for Presidents. Sherman wns 
one of those who were regarded as legiti- 
mate candidates in the party. It was in 
the convention at Cineinnati, where Mr. 
Hayes was the final compromise choice, 
that the controversy arose which only end- 
ed with the death of all the partictpants 
but Sherman.

Sherman was rewarded for his work with 
the place of Secretary of the Treasury. It 
was here that he demonstrated the caliber 
of his genius. The country finances were 
in bad shape. They had been for years. 
Greenbacks. currency, then as now, were 
the things most in issue in politics. Secre- 
tary Sherman matured a,plan by which 
specie payments should be resumed. When 
asked how to do this he ts quoted as hav- 
ing said the way to resume is to resume. 
At any rate, in 1879. after 12 years nearly of 
suspension of specie payments, Secretary 
Sherman proclaimed that en a given date 
the resumption would be effective. 


Around this action most of the fame of 
the Ohio etatesman hangs.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 21.—An 
erecting gang from the Pencoy1 Iron Works 
will leave this city in a few days on the 
way to Africa for the purpose of building a 
bridge across the Atbara River in the Sou- 
dan, near Khartoum.

BODIES TAKEN FROM THE DEBRIS 
OF THE WINDSOR. 


BONES — FOUND. 


CHARRED 


Ihe Remains of a Woman Discovered, 
But Identification Has 
Not Been Made. 


NEW YORK, March 21.—The third body 
taken out of the ruins of the Hotel Wind- 
sor Was recovered early to-day. It was 
found on the Forty-sixth st. side of the 
ruins about 15 feet below the surface and 
10 feet from the sidewalk. The body was 
that of a woman, Only a part of the head 
from jaw down was still on the neck. The 
body was very badly mangled. 

It is officially described as that of a 
woman about 6 years of age, small stature, 
arms and limbs missing, all hair burned 
off, second lower’ back tooth, right side, 
filled with gold, back tooth, lower left side, 
gold filled; part of black silk dress, beaded 
trimmings, and with white lace border; 
white shirt waist, marked 38, apparently the 
size; band of silk dress waist marked “Dou 
221 Rue de Par’ stamped in gold on the 
belt. The rest of the marks, evidently in- 
diecating the name of the maker, was 
burned off. 

A hundred men worked all night on the 
ruins. In many places the debris was too 
hot to permit of work there. 

A number of pieces of bodies were found 
during the night—bones charred and 
broken and separated from one another, 
some with pieces of burned flesh on them. 
Eariy this morning workmen digging on 
the Fifth uv. side near the entrance, where 
the first traces of bodies were found, came 
upon a piece of pelvis weighing about two 
pounds. Later a workman found what 
feemed to be the knee cap of a child with 
pieces of joining bones. It was dug up on 
the Forty-seventh st. side. A pile of dam- 
aged clothing Was found here. In trying to 
separate the pieces the workmen found 
beside clothing what was believed to be 
mangled, burned and crushed flesh and 
bones. The whole mass was put in coffins 
and taken to the Morgue. 

The remains of another bedy were found 
on the Fifth av. side of the ruins. It con- 
sisted of a mass of charred intestines. Be- 
Sides this mass was a thigh “bone from 
which all the flesh had been burned. Near 
this was another bone, but it could not be 
told to what part of the body it belonged. 
These parts were found in a section of the 
cellar adjoining the entrance, where the 
remains were found yesterday. R. C. Hoff- 
man called at the East Fifty-first Street 
Station to-day with a chart of the teeth 
of his sister, Miss Dora Hoffman. of Bal- 
timore, who is supposed to have been lost. 
He said he had thought the body of the 
woman found early this morning might be 
that of his sister and he asked for the 
body. It was at the Morgue. When he 
heard the description of the teeth found in 
the lower jaw of the woman dug out this 
morning. he said he was inclined to doubt 
if the body was that of his sister. as her 
teeth were irregular and not complete. 

Mrs. Alice Price, of Macon, Ga.: Mrs. C. 
Simmons, of Frederick, Md.: Mrs. Kate 
Roach and Nellie Thomas, the persons in- 
jured in the fire, were reported to-day to 
be rapidiy improving and will be able to 
be out in a day or two from Bellevue Hos- 
pital, where they were taken on the -day of 
the fire. The work of getting into the 
ruins is progressing rapidly to-day. The 
men Nave got 12 feet below the surface in 
some places. It is feared they G¢annot get 
down much further, as the. sub-cellar is 
flooded with water to a level of two feet 
above the regular ceilar floor.

Small, local Assistant United States Sub- 
treasurer, whose term of office will gxpire 
April 1. Mr. Small’s predecessor, Gen. G. 
B. Farrar, has announced himself as an ap- 
plicant for the position. He has strong Re- 
publican backing, and his friends are ex- 
erting themselves in his behalf. 

Fred W. Schuarte, private secretary to 
Col. R, C. Kerens, and an active Republican 
worker, is also said to be pulling hard for 
the place. He has the powerful support of 


Col. Kerens, but it is argued that lack of 
experience as a practical financier may 
count against him materially. It is said thar 
several prominent Republicans have hesi- 
tated to indorse him for this reason. 

It is not unlikely that Mr. Small will 
succeed himself. Those in a position to 
know declare this is a certainty if there is 
“ deadlock between the Republican candi- 

ates, 

The banks of St. Louis, without excep- 
tion, have indorsed Mr. Small for reap- 
pointment. They have signed a strong pe- 
tition in his behalf. It was forwarded to 
Washington several weeks ago. Their ac- 
tion was unsolicited by Mr. Small 

“] am not a candidate in the str'ct sense 
of the word,” said Treasurer Smal] Tues- 
day, “for the Republican party owes me 
nothing, but I have been requested by 
many of the St. Louis bank officials to-ai- 
low my name to be used, and I have simply 
acquiesced. 

“tl am what is known as a sound money 
Democrat, and in voting against Mr. Brvan 

was actuated solely by the principle in- 
volved and not any selfish motive.’’ 

It was Mr. Small who inaugurated the 
system of olegring the checks of all St. 
Louis banks through the local sub-treasury. 
He had the scheme tntroduced after it had 
been rejected repeatiy during the last 20 
years.

Of this 
vast estate Mr. Smith P. Galt was named 
executor without bond, and also one of the 
trustees. Under original conditions $90,000 
was to be expended in the construction of 
the building and $6000 in furnishing it. The 
interest on the remainder—a little over $1,- 
000,000—was to be used in its su port After 
consultation the gentlemen in charge found 
the first two sums inadequate and conse- 
quently they added the income of the prin- 
cipal for the last six years to the building 
fund, which swelled it to $300,000. 

Designs have been submitted by promi- 
nent architects, but before one is chosen it 
will be submitted to the foremost medica] 
authorities in America and abroad. as {i 
is the firm intention of the members of the 
Board of Trustees to have a hospital which 
will bear comparison with any. The plans 
will provide for but two stories, except the 
administration department. A plot of grouna 
has been purchased which will afford beau- 
tiful surroundings. 

It is the lot at the junction of Garrison 
av. and Glasgow pl., consisting of three 
acres, for which $38,000 was paid. 

Work will be begun in the summer. and 
the completion is expected within a year. 

Thus far all has been smooth sailing for 
the gentlemen in charge. but when the 
choice of the medical staff is to be made 
then, to use the words of one of the trus- 
tees, “the fur will fly.’”

LEGAL RIGHT TO MOVE 


— 


COURT OF APPEALS UPHOLDS A 
DELEGATION. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals Tuesday 
reversed the lower court in the vase of the 
State of Missouri a: ihe relation cf Chris 
Schawacker against the Board of Election 
Commissioners. the decision upholds the 
right of a citizen to vole, notwithstanding 
he may have moved from one house iy ar- 
other in the same precinct after he has 
registered. 


The plaintiff alleged that Oct. 1. 1 
ticket was filed with the Boar] of leinatlon 
Commissioners, purporting to be the Ite- 
publican delegation for the Fifth Ward. It 
contained the names of persons 
who were represented to be regis- 
tered voters of the Fifth Ward 
Schawacker claimed that four of the per- 
sons—Willis Gibson, Walter White. William 
Heitman and J. R. Franklin—had moved 
since they registered, although they were 
living in the same. precinct of the same 
ward. Upon this ground, he asked the 
Circuit Court to command the Election 
Commissioners to withdraw the names of 
the four men from the alleged Fifth Ward 
delegation. His application was granted 
and the case was carried to the Court of 
Appeals by the defendants. 

he court said it was plainly not the in- 
tent of the law to deprive a voter of the 
privilege of casting his ballot simply be- 
cause he moves from one place to another 
He may move from house to house every 
day, as long as he confines his operations 
to his precinct, and he will still be en- 
titled to vote. The court declared that 
laws tending to restrict the right of suf- 
frage and make it more difficult to exer- 
cise it must be construed strictly, It said 
the law contained no specific provision that 
a man should lose his vote by moving after 


he registered, although he continued to 


reside in the same precinct, and the courts 
would certainly not presume to make such 
a rule. ot 


SHOKE NUISANCE TO BE ABATED 


The City Counselor Has Framed un 
Ordinance Which He Thinks 
Will Be Effective. 


The City Counselor has recommended a 
smoke abatement ordinance which he thinks 
will hold good in law, 

Citizens generally have just began to ap- 
preciate the vast amount accomplished by 
the Smoke Abatement Association and the 
necessity of limitations on the great quan- 
titiee of smoke now permitted to pour down 
upon the city. Since the association went 
out of existence, the smoke ordinance hay- 
ing been declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court, every big and little chimney 
has been turned loose, until now the city 
has become as bad as Pittsburg. 

On two or three occasions recently citi- 
gens have been alarmed by sudden dark- 
nese following upon broad daylight, and 
they have imagined a cyclone wae imminent 
when there were actually no clouds jn the 
sky. The cause was the ocean of dense 
black smoke hanging over the city and 
being beaten down by some sudden evolu- 
tion of the wind. 

Within one year the emoke and soot and 
dirt of St. Louis have become intensified 
tenfold, to the great discouragement of 
business men and t he people generally. This 
is why the City Counselor has endeavored 
to frame a new ordinance that will not be 
overturned by the courts.

The Court of Appeals refused to enjoin 
Rudolph Nemich from practicing his pro- 
fession as a chemist, denying the petition 
of the Mallinckrodt Chemical Works In 
1898 Nemich entered into a contract to work 
for the company for five years, covenant- 
ing that, at the expiration of that time, he

SENTED ON CHANGE. 


WILL BE GIVEN A BANQUET. 


Addresses by President Kennett, Sig. 
Aspiroz and Gea. Powell Clayton, 
Ambassador to Mexico. 


Senor Lie Don Manuel Azpiroz. Mex’can 
Ambassador to the United States. who, 
with his party, consisting of Mme. Azpiroz 
and their two daughters, and Capt. Alfredo 
Barros, were in St. Lou's as the guests of 
the Latin-American Club, is rapidly discov- 
ering What St. Louis hospitality means. 
Although he was not favored by the 
weather, which oversight by the Govern- 
ment Signal Service prevented the party 


being driven through the city during the 
afternoon, he and his family and military 
attache were given every other reason to 
remember their visit to the Missouri 
metropolis. 

It was late when they arose and emer- 
ged from ther rooms at the Planters’ Hotel 
Tuesday morning. A delegation from the 
Latin-American Club, accompanied by 
Mmes. Otto Forster. Charles E. Whitaker, 
A. H, Handlan, F, C. Cramer, G. J. Meyer, 
W. 8&8. Swingley. E. E. Souther and J. P.

Rumsey, awaited them in the hotel 
parlors. Manager Weaver had decorated 
the reception rooms with the Mexican col- 
ors, and beneath the United States flac, 
on top of the hotel, there floated the red, 
white and green flag of Mexico, displaying 
the eagle, in whose mouth is a snake.

Treasurer Pitts this morning made re- 
ort to the House in response the reso- 
ution adopted Saturday, asking for infor- 

mation of the condition of the State Treas- 
ury. In reply Capt. Pitts saye: 

‘1 There is now in the State Treasury 
credited to the general revenue fund, the 
sum of $612,662.92. Under Section 804, R. 5., 
1889, based upon Section 7, Article ll, of thé 
Constitution, it is provided trat in no case 
shall there be set apart less than 25 per cent 
of the State revenue to be applied annually 
to the support of the public schools. There- 
fore, reckoning since July 1, 1898, at whic.® 
time the last agperlonment to the public 
schools was made, $455,831.14 of this amount 
must be set apart to the public school fund. 
If the bill mow pending in the Legislature, 
which appropriates one-third of the State 
revenue to the support of the public schools, 
becomes a law, $607,801.52 must for the same 
period be used for this purpose, in which 
case at this time there would only be « 
balance of $481.4. 

“2. There is now in the State Treasury to 
the credit of the sinking fund the sum oe 
$71,042.41, and to the credit of the interes® 
fund the sum of $868,656.80. The amouni 
necessary to meet the demands agains‘ 
these funds depends entirely upon what 
amount of option bonds may be called fo* 
redemption. After the annual accruing in- 
terest on the State debt has been providea 
for, the excess, if any, will be applied to 
the retirement of said bonds as the law di- 
rects.

An important fact which Treasurer Pitts 
did not state In his report, but which he 
stated verbally when questioned is thaa 
within four years the State debt of a little 
over $8,000,000 will be wiped out, and when 
that time comes, under the present consti- 
tution, $1,600,000 will have 'to be laid aside 
to pay principal and interest of a debt 
which Goes not exist. This money, under 
the const.tution, may not be used for any 
other purpose, and in. the opinion of the 
Treasurer this prospective situation con- 
stitutes one of the strongest arguments 
for a new constitution. While departments 
and institut.ons will suffer for lack of suf- 
ficient funds, the treasury will overflow 
with money which there will be no legal 
method of using. 
Another important fact developed tn con- 
versation with Treasurer Pitts 's that when 
all the other constitutional appropria ns 
are made there will not be enough money 
in the State Treasury to pay the expenses 
of one day's legisiative session. Under 
these circumstances ‘t is difficult to see 
how members will get their pay for severa] 
months. 


THE HOUSE IN EARNEST. 


An Entire Day Devoted to the Real 
Work of Legislation. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 21.—The 
House surprised itself yesterday by doing 
a great deal of work.

GOVERNOR'S BILL QUESTIONED. 


It Is Explained That Expenses Were 
Unusually Heavy During the War. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 21.— 
Chairman Bohart of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee to-day called up the de- 


ficiency bill for engrossment, which calls 
for an appropriation of $102.928.71. No 
questions were asked until the item of 
$1604.06 to make good the deficiency in the 
Governor's contingent fund was reached. 
Mr. Bohart said this deficiency was largely 
caused by the expenses incident to the 
mobilization of troops during the war. 
Judge Hawkins of Marion asked if this 
were true why it was that the expenees 
of the Governor's office were greater in 
1897 before the war began than in 1898. “Mr. 
Bohart denied that this was true. Mr. 
evocation also took a hand in the ques- 
ons. 

Aydelott of Warren (Rep.) moved to 
Strike out’ the entire appropriation for the 
executive office. Republicans, as well as 
Democrats, opposed this amendment and 
Aydelott withdrew it. The item was passed 
over without further comment. 


FAVOR TAXES OF FULL VALUE. 


House Committee Recommends Three 
Important Revenue Bills. 
Special te the Poat-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 21.—The 
House Committee on Ways and Means to- 
day reported favorably on three bills pro- 
viding for the taxation of sleeping car 
companies, telegraph and telephone compa- 
nies and railroad corporations. The last of 
these is probably the most important, as it 
makes it mandatory upon the State Board 
of Equalization to assess the property of 
railroad corporations at their true market 
value. It thus embodies the ideas of Gov. 
Stephens and Attorney-General Crow on 
this question, which they sought to put 
into execution last spring, by resolutions 
offered before the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion. These resolutions were voted down. 
Mr. Pope believes there will be no short- 
age of revenue if his bills are passed, and 
that it will not be necessary to pags reve- 
nue measures taxing special interests, as is 
proposed at this session.

ractived in that office. The title of the 
vill is a rebuke to those who have here- 
tofore had the granting of licenses in St. 
Louis. It states that the act is “for the 


protection of life and property against loss | 


or damage trom the operation of steam boli- 
ers, steain and elevator machinery by in- 
competent persons in cities having a pop- 
ulat on exceeding 80,000 people.” 

Within # days after the passage of the 
act, the Governor shall appoint a State en- 
gineer, who shall be a citizen of the State 
of Missouri, and who shall have had at 
least ten years’ experience as a practical 
stat-onary engineer. He shall also possess 
an eiementary knowledge of hydraulics, 
pneumatics and the construction and a- 
tion of steam boilers, steam and elevator 
machinery, and shall devote his entire 
time and attention to the duties of his 
office. His term of office shall be four 
years. His salary shall be $2500 per year, 
payaible monthly, and his actual expenses 
while‘away from his office in the discharge 
of his official duties. Before entering upon 
the duties of his office, the State engineer 
Shall give bond to the State of M'ssourt 
in the penal sum of $6000 with two sureties, 

Within © days after his appointment the 
State engineer shal] appoint two local ex- 
aminers in each city to whch this act ap- 
plies; such local examiners to be eligible 
shall be citizens of the State of Missouri 
and practical stationary eng meers, each 
of whom shall have at the time of his ap- 
pointment not less than five years’ practi- 
cal experience in the management of m 
boflens, steam and elevator mac ry. 
Said local examiners shall each rec 3 
per day for time actually employed. @He 
shall appotnt a clerk, who shall be a n- 
ographer. at a salary net to exceed $83.33 
per month. He shall also inspecst the me- 
chanical and electrical plants of the vari- 
ous institutions owned and operated by the 
State, as often as once in six months, when 
come upon to do so by the proper author- 

es. 

At stated periods, and as often as once 
in three months, the State engineer shal] 
hold ‘n each city covered by the act, an 
examination for the purpose of ascertaining 
the qualification of a nts. desiring to 
obtain engineer’s ditense* He’ shal, at 
least ten d@ays hefofe each examination, 
make formal pepauncement “thro the 
press of .the t that @t a .*time 
and place, applicants for engineers license 
will he examined. He = li also prepare 
for etch é€xamination new and revised 
questions, which shall not be made known 
or announced to any person until the hour 
at which the examination ‘s to take place. 

Any person desiring to act as engineer 
or attendant upon any steam boiler, steam 
or elevator machinery in any City to which 
this act applies, shall file with the State 
eng Teer an application blank, properly 
filled out, stating his experience as an en- 
gineer, and pA whom employed, and signed 
by not less than two citizens of the State 
who are owners, lessees or managers of 
steam plants requiring licensed engineers, 
requesting the examination of the appkcant 
as to his competency to act in the desired 
capacity. The State engineer, with the aid 
of the local examiners, shall personally 
conduct the examination of the applicants, 
which shall consist of a written and oral 
examination, and also practical demon- 
stration, when necessary, and for such ex- 
amination the applicant shall pay the 
State engineer a fee of $5. No person shall 
be granted a license who does not receive 
a percentage of 60-00 or more. 

Applicants who make the required per- 
centage shall be ge given licenses, which 
shall be numbered consecutively and re- 
corded in the office of the State Engineer. 
It may be renewed at the end of a year 
by the payment of a fee of $2, 

As often as once in three months the 
State Engineer shall hold an examination, 
to which an éngineer with a recommenda- 
tion from a local examiner and holding 
a license under said examiner and the pay- 
ment of a fee of $10, shall be eligible In 
this examination the State Engineer shall 
be assisted by two reputable stationary en- 
gineers of at least 10 years’ experience, 
neither of whom has assisted in such an 
examination within one year. This exam- 
ining board shall subject applicants to a 
uniform oral and written examination cal- 
culated to reveal their famillarity with hy- 
draulics, pneumatics and the construction 
of steam boilers, steam and elevator ma- 
chinery, and their competency to manage 
the same, and to each of the applicants 
who receive not less than 70-100 per cent 
there shall be issued a certificate that he is 
licensed to take charge of and operate such 
apparatus wherever found within the 
State; said certificate shall remain valid 
unless revoked for cause, one year from 
date of issue, and shall be renewed not 
later than 20 days after date of expiration 
of said certificate upon the payment of a 
fee of $5. he two engineers called to as- 
sist in these examinations shall be com- 
pensated at the rate of $6 per day for the 
time actually employed in such examina- 
tions and their necessary expenses. 

The office of the State Engineer shall be 
located in the city yt the largest num- 
ber of steam plants within the State, and 
shall be provided with suitable rooms and 
such furniture and stationery by the State 
as may be necessary for the transaction 
of the Suainess of the office. 

All moneys collected or received for li- 
cense fees in pursuance to this act shall be 
accounted for to the Auditor and paid into 
the Treasury of the State by the State En- 
gineer, and to be known as the State En- 
ineer Fund, and to be subject to warrant 
rawn on the State Treasurer for payment 
of salaries and operating expenses of the 
office of State Engineer, not later than the 
5th day of each calendar month, and no ex- 
penditure for any purpose shall be made 
except upon itemized statement made by 
said engineer to the State Auditor and ap- 
proved by him. 

Any license granted under the provisions 
of this act may be revoked by the State 
Engineer when it shall appear to him upon 
sat Snotory proof that the person hold- 
ing such license has procured the same 
through deceit or fraud, is unsafe or in- 
competent through negligence, inbriety or 
other cause, but such revocation shall not 
be made without giving the holder of the 
license at least 10 days’ notice to appear 
before him at his office or at such place 
as may be deemed more convenient to show 
cause why such license shall not be re- 
voked. 

The act does not apply to locomotive or 
steam vessel engineers, Or tO persons car- 
ing for boilers of not over 10 pounds guage 
pressure for house-heating and kindre ur- 
poses Violators of.the act may be fined 
not lesa than $25 nor more than , or may 
be imprisoned not exceeding six months, or 
may be both fined and imp ned.

far as the Senate is concerned. 

An amended form of Senator Davisson’s 
anti-wineroom bill was passed. It is really 
a committee substitute, drafted by the Sen- 


ate Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence, 
of which Senator Orchard is chairman, It 
bears little resemblance to the original, 
Senator Davisson’s bill prohibited all wine- 
rooms and lunch counters in saloons, The 
substitute as passed does nothing of the 
kind, as a reading of it will show. It fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
dramshop keeper to keep or allow to be 
kept any disreputable winerooms adjacent 
or adjoining to or in connection with any 
dramshop for the sale of intoxicating li- 
quors to women, or men with women, and 
any dramshop keeper who violates this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction, shall be fined not less than 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) nor more than 
two hundred dollars ($200.00), and _ said 
dramshop keeper’s license shall forthwith 
be revoked and he shall not again be 
granted a license to keep a dramshop for 
a period of two years. 

This bill leaves to the discretion of the 
policeman on the beat or the Captain of 
the district to decide whether the saloon- 
keeper is violating the law by runing a 
“disreputable’’ wineroom. 

Senator Schweickardt had a hand in the 
change in this bill. He was so afraid and 
his colleagues were so afraid for him that 
his Cottage at Forest Park might in some 
way be affected by a general law against 
winerooms and lunch counters that the 
committee very considerately changed the 
measure so extensively that its author did 
not recognize it.

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“THE WHITE MAN'S BURDEN,” 


The Post-Dispatch’s news from Hong Kong yesterday con- 
tained significent information of the situation at Manila— 
differing greatly from that doled out by the official censor. 

It was stated that the conditions of fighting for our forces 
were exceedingly hard; that the battle grounds were swamps 
and thickets crossed by lagoons and streams. It was esti- 
mated that Gen. Otis would need 10,000 reinforcements to sus- 
tain his line. 

When the rainy season sets in, say the experts in Philippine 
climate, it will be necessary to draw in the lines and house the 
soldiers in dry barracks. If this be true all that has been 
gained wil be lost and will have to be done over in the next 
dry season. 

This outlook is wholly different from that suggested by 
the reported jubilant attitude of the War Department over 
the expected early closing of the war. It holds out the pros- 
pect of a longs. arduous, deadly strife with climate and 
guerrillas. 

But it is the “White Man’s Burden” we have taken up— 
the burden of conquest ahd repression which absorbs the 
energies and saps the strength of conquering nations. 
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The new Indiana law against lynching, if it is to be enforced, 
will certainly prove effective against that form of modern bar- 
barism. It provides that any one who is guilty of aiding or 
abetting a lynching shall suffer the death penalty or a life 
sentence in the Penitentiary. Persons present, although not 
actively assisting, may be imprisoned for a period of ten to 
twenty years. An officer who suffers a prisoner to be. taken 
away from him and lynched is subject to impeachment and 
removal from office, and the fact that the prisoner was taken 
from him is prima facie evidence of neglect of duty on his part. 
The Indiana courts will have to do their full duty in criminal] 
cases if so stringent a law against mobs is to become popular. 
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A Chicago husband compelled his sick wife to disrobe upon 
the bed and flogged her until the blood from her wounds had 
soaked the bedding whereon she lay. Sometimes he would 
shoot darts from an air gun into her feet; at other times he 
would pour bolling water on them. He also held her hands 
against a hot stove until they were cooked. In St. Louis, 
unless her neighbors had witnessed these things, the wife 
would be refused a divorce. 
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If Chicago investors have bought 1500 acres of land in Shan- 
non County, Mo., to be devoted to fruit-raising, it is an evi- 
dence that outsiders are getting a better knowledge of the 
State’s possibilities in horticulture. The World’s Fair will 
give us great opportunities for making known the advantages 
Missouri offers to investors of all sorts.
